On Kovember 22, 1950, the Trial Jury, Southern 
District of Kev York, found Brothman and Uoskowitz guilty of 
the above counts* On Hovember 28, 1950, Brothman was sentenced 
to two years and $10,000 find for conspiracy to obstruct 
Justice and five years and $5,000 fine on the intimidation of 
a witness count* Ecskowitz was sentenced to two years Im- 
prisonment and $10,000 line lor conspiracy to obstruct Jttstiee>^ 
On July 26, 1951, the United States Court of Appeals, Second J 
Circuit, affirmed the conviction of Brothman and Uoskowitz on
